US. Crop Value 
Gains $132,000,000 


CHICAGO, (AP) — Wheat lying 
dormant under snows throughout 
the United States grain belt has 
a higher monetary value for this 
time of year than ever before, 


While cash wheat has advanced 
to its peak for the last 27 years, 
grain men said even more specta- 
contrast with the past was 
being made by “futures” contracts 
for delivery of wheat later this 
year. 

Grain for future delivery is 
dealt in on the Chicago board of 
trade and other exchanges. The 
winter crop now in the ground is 
represented by July and September 
contracts. In the last three weeks, 
these contracts have advanced 
about 14 cents a bushel, equivalent 
to an increase of around $132,580,- 
000 in the value of the new crop 
based on the outlook for a crop 
of 941,000,000 bushels. 

Two major causes for the new 
crop wheat price are offered by 
grain analysts: first, the fact the 
government must support wheat at 
a high price; second, heavy with- 
drawal of grains from the US. 
for deficit areas abroad 

Under present law, the United 
States department of agriculture 
must support wheat prices at 90 
percent of parity until Dec. 31, 1948 
Parity is calculated to give a bush- 


el of wheat the same purchasing 
power it had in 1909-14. Parity is 
now $1.90 a bushel, the highest 
ever.
